A Ihblol i" Ilia memory of Lord 
Ituihorford will bo unvollod in the 
Mncdouuld Physics Building Immc- 
dlwloly before Ihc Convocallon 
ccrcinonles. Lord Hullicrford, oho 
of the best-known physlcliti of the 
century, was Professor ol Phyalci 
«t McOIII from HiOli to 1007, The 
acltinl apparatus used by Lord 
Rutherford will be placed on viev/ 
after the ceremony, Mr. Justice K. 
Pabre Surveyor, a member of the 
Historic Sites and Monument' 
inenls Board of Canada, will un- 
veil the tablet which was presented 
to the University by this same 
Board. After the ceremony, and 
before the apparatus is placed on 
view, a short introductory address 
will be given by Dr. A. N. Shaw, 
director of the Macdonald Physics 
laboratory. 

Distinguished Figures. 

The two LLD. candidates, Dr Ab- 
bot-Smith and the Rev. Dr. Vachon. 
are distinguished figures in both 
religious and educational fields. 
The former was at one time the 
principal of the Montreal Diocesan 
Theological College, and was a 
graduate of Bishop's University 
in 1884. He received also his Mas- 
ter's and B.iccalaurcate. and enter- 
ed the Anglican Church as a dea- 
con 52 years ago. From 1888-91 he 
was curate of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral in Montreal. 

The Rev. Dr. Vachon, a distin- 
guished chemist, has been director 
of Hie department of chemistry at 
Laval University, Quebec, since 
and was appointed rector of the Uni- 
versity this year. He orgnnijed the 
faculty of science at Laval, and be- 
came flrsl donn nf the division.
